Yet neither the references alone nor in combination do teach or suggest the subject- 
matter of present independent claims 1 and 8 like the features concerning a plasma air 
dust collector comprising a first electrode fixing unit having a dust collecting electrode 
power terminal, a second electrode fixing unit arranged with a certain distance from the 
first electrode fixing unit, at least two dust collecting electrodes as electric conductors 
installed between the first electrode fixing unit and the second electrode fixing unit in the 
length direction and connected to the dust collecting electrode power and a discharge 
electrode as an electric conductor arranged between the dust collecting electrodes in the 
length direction and connected to the discharge electrode power terminal in order to 
apply a high voltage. 

Dependent claims 2 to 7 and 9 to 14 show preferred realisations of independent claims 1 
and 8. 

In conclusion, claims 1 to 14 can be considered to be new and to involve an inventive 
step. 

Industrial applicability is given.
